Jabber-Jockeys 


HOMEBODY once called them jabber- 
jockey a. an Rppelatinn reasonably close to 
the truth. Among other things, they call 
themselves open-line host*, moderators and 
even investigators. 

In many areas, particularly Vancouver, 
they’re the elite of the radio industry, com¬ 
manding salaries considerably higher than 
their bosses, the station managers. The sa¬ 
laries are based on their ability to draw and 
hold listening audiences, an exercise, in¬ 
cidentally. that is fraught with the flighty na¬ 
ture of the listening public. 

THERE ARK TIMES when they sound 
like so many fishwives, screaming and prat¬ 
tling in a manner that would get them locked 
up for disturbing the peace if they did it on a 
downtown street. 

Right now-, Vancouver is the battlefield 
and if nothing else, there is a variety of style 
being displayed, or aried, if you will. And 
right now the radio industry is in the midst 
of its summer survey — the BBM (Bureau of 
Broadcast Measurement 1 ratings. The survey 
that can determine whether a program lives 
or dies. 

Radio me, however, tell me the summer 
survey is the least important of the four that 
are taken during the year and that talk 
shows invariably suffer a summer letdown, 
losing ground to music formats. 

FURTHERMORE, the results of the two- 
week survey won’t be known for at least four 
weeks after the test period, so the comba¬ 
tants will sit on uneasy chairs until that time. 

The combatants? You start off with the 
reason for the whole battle — Jack Webster’s 
defection to CJOR from CKNW. That move 
triggered the war. NW, in need of a replace¬ 
ment. raided CKWX and WX in turn went out 
and got themselves a national name. 

Webster has long been king of the talk 
hill. Brash, terribly opinionated, grumpy or 
.jocular depending In his mercurial moods, 
and wdth a voice that could wdn most hog¬ 
calling contests. Make no mistake. Jack 
Webster has a solid following and CJOR is 
gambling well in excess of one hundred 
grand a year that the following follows to 
their station. 

NW GRABBED OFF Ed Murphy from 
WX and installed him in a supposedly new 
format — the Investigators — teaming him 
with former newsman Terry Spence and the 


erudite Art Finlay. My air checks on this one 
haven’t been able to convince me there is 
any great amout of difference — it’s still talk 
show, nothing more, nothing less. 

Murphy is somewhat less brash than 
Webster, but nevertheless can be described 
as using the same irreverent approach, 
which, of course, is liberally sprinkled with 
insult*. Finlay, probably the brainiest of the 
whole works, often gets in over the listeners’ 
hendR and that is a no-no. 

THE WX national name is Judy LaMarsh, 
and at first glance it seemed like a stroke of 
pure genius LaMarsh. iconoclastic, forth¬ 
right. sometimes bombastic. In her political 
days, known for her ability to go for the jug¬ 
ular. 

Judy took leave from her eastern law 
practice for a three-week trial at WX — the 
Three-week trial being her perogative. not the 
station's. The price tag? $1,000 a week. Miss 
LaMarsh will evidently weigh the results at 
the end of the trial run and give the station 
her verdict as to whether or not she’ll hang 
in there on a permanent basis. 

AFTER CATCHING parts of he rpro- 
grams for three days. I think the station 
make a mistake the perogative should 
have been theirs. This bird in a gilded cage 
might Just be warming up. sort of testing the 
water, so to speak. Rut if the first three days 
are any criterion, her tail feathers have been 
plucked. 

She has been drab as day-old coffee. She 
has aligned her program with women’s lib 
causes which are about as exciting as a fast 
game of chess to the average person. She has 
shown none of the LaMarsh fire, none of the 
zeal with which she attacked Pierre Trudeau 
a few years hack. Damn it. Judy has mel¬ 
lowed and a mellow open liner isn’t about to 
scare ol* Webster. 

THE GCK8SING now is that Webster will 
certainly boost CJOR’s listening audience, 
but not to the point of NW’* audience w’hen 
they had Webster. NW will now lose some lis¬ 
tener*. but will probably stay reasonably 
close to CJOR in the ratings game. 

As for CKWX — well, maybe the women’s 
lib angle could be a dark horse entry — but 
to be honest about it. I think they should 
change the horse before the race is lost al¬ 
together. 

Sorry about that, Judy.

But then he changed his 
mind and told Storvald they 
would be getting up about

Spinach Dangerous?

Dear Dr. Thoateson: Is 
there any danger In eating 
"too much" spinach? My 
parents tell me it may cause 
kidney stones. Is this true or 
is it merely a rumor? If it is a 
fact. I'd be interested in the 
reason. 

I vaguely remember read¬ 
ing that spinach is the best 
vegetable a person can eat for , 
all-around health. I’m 17 
and a senior In high school.— 
K.R.8. 

I’m going to take a firm 
position somewhere in the 
middle. 

Spinach as well as other 
greens contains oxalic acid. 
Some kidney stones consist of 
oxalates (salts of oxalic acidL 

So if a person happened to 
be a stone-former of the oxa¬ 
late type (there are other 
kinds of kidney stones, too, 
you see), then he ought to 
avoid spinach and other foods 
high in oxalic acid. (Rhubarb

and chocolate are • couple of 
others.) 

But if somebody doesn’t 
show any tendency toward 
forming oxalate stones, why 
worry about it? Anyway, food 
isn’t the sole factor in kidney 
stones. Ample fluid intake 
keeps the urine dilute, inhibit¬ 
ing stones. And healthy kid¬ 
neys, without infection, are 
much less likely to have 
stones. There probably are 
other factors, but the chemis¬ 
try of the human body is a 
very complicated matter. 


I’ll dispute your idea that 
spinach "is the best vegetable 
you can eat.’’ Being a green, 
leafy vegetable, it has its val¬ 
ues In providing minerals and 
vitamins. One serving of .some 
green leafy vegetable per day 
is a pretty valid rule of diet, 
but it doesn't have to be spin¬ 
ach. 

I don’t, in fact, know just 
how spinach got so famous in 
the first place. But then Pop- 
eye in the comic strip popu¬ 
larized spinach (would the 
word be "Popeye-uralized” 
it?). 

But It doesn’t contain any 
magic properties. I enjoy a 
mesa of spinach now and 
then, but I can take it or 
leave it alone. Eat it if you- 
like it. but don’t expect it to 
make you super-healthy. And 
don’t be afraid of it unless 
you turn out to be an oxalate 
stone-former. Which you prob¬ 
ably wont.

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The Amateurs at Miami 




'T'HE “TALK SHOW” out of Miami this week 
^ may not be all that entertainingly enlightening 
to most Canadians. For one thing, it is next to im¬ 
possible to relate the activities at the Democratic 
national convention to pre-election planning in this 
country because of the differences in the political 
systems. 


Nevertheless, it is well worth watching with 
an ear cocked to the backroom talk. 

Some strong feelings of despair at Democratic 
chances of evicting the Republicans from the White 
House this year have shown through the party cur¬ 
tain. None of the candidates seeking presidential 
nomination, other than Senator Edwin Muskie, or 
possibly the unhappily-experienced Hubert 
Humphrey, were capable of bringing about a fore¬ 
closure. 


This seemed to be the view of the old-llners of 
the party, at least — the powerful machine politi¬ 
cians who have been able to manipulate the selec¬ 
tion of convention delegates in the nomination of a 
presidential candidate. 


And then their faint hopes were dashed al¬ 
together with the emergence of Senator George 
McGovern with a grassroots swing in the party. It 
has come about through the reform of party rules 
in the naming of delegates which was set in motion 
after the 1968 convention by a commission headed 
by Senator McGovern. That these reforms have 
democratized the rules and procedures is seen in 


the mob of delegates at Miami today as compared 
to the last Democratic national convention. 

Four years ago 4 per cent of the delegates 
were under 30 years of age. This time it is 22 per 
cent, a few of high school age. Last time 13 per 
cent of the delegates were w'omen. This time It is 36 
per cent: Similarly for Negroes the percentage has 
risen from 5 to 15. 

But the hard professional politicians don’t see 
this as muscle, and fear a McGovern candidature 
won't bring even a respectable showing for the 
party. They see a sort of landslide that obliterated 
Senator Barrie Goldwater in 1964. 

And they worry mostly over resulting losses 
elsewhere. They are thinking about the 18 gover¬ 
norships up for election, and control of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives. The governor¬ 
ships are a vital source of party patronage, and to 
lose many would tilt state-house power back to the 
Republicans. Similarly, a gain of only six seats in 
the Senate — and of the 33 to be contested, 14 are 
Democrat-held.— would give the Republicans con¬ 
trol. The Democrats now control the outgoing 
House by 255 seats to 178, and it would take a 
Republican surge of great magnitude to reverse 
that comfortable position — but the professionals 
fear Senator McGovern could bring it about. 

One thing is clear, although the television 
screen may be tumbling it, the professionals of the 
Democratic party have no faith and little regard 
for the so-called amateurs as strong as the team 
at Miami may appear.

Still Pursuing a Tax-Fiddle

The Printed Word 


ftYW'E ARE CONFIDENT that print not only 
** will endure but will continue to be a 


primary force in the life of the mind. Nothing yet 
invented meets the intellectual needs of the human 
brain so fully as print. The ability of the mind to 
convert little markings on paper into meaning is 
one of the ways civilization receives its basic en¬ 
ergy.” 

So wrote Norman Cousins in an editorial 
marking the first issue of his new World magazine. 

And in so writing, he speaks volumes. 

But th^printed word is in trouble. It might ap¬ 
pear otherwise, with newspaper circulation at a 
record high, specialized magazines glowing with 
health, paper-back sales soaring, and schools of 
journalism with writer's cramp enrolment. 

At the same time, though, polls in the United 
States whic h undoubtedly reflect the Canadian sit¬ 
uation, show an ever increasing number of persons 
depending on television as their main source of 
news and information. It is said, also, that one 
study of this medium of communication shows it to 
be taking uoX)ctween 2,000 and 3,000 hours of a 
child’s time oefore, even, he starts school. In other 
words, the trend is strong towards viewing rather 
than reading. 

In this light, the printed words of Editor Cous¬ 
ins may appear blurred. But they are beginning to 
clear through the obvious detrimental effects of 
the viewing trend. 


The link between newspapers and education is 
taking on renewed strength. The worlds of the two 
always have been closely related; the primary pur¬ 
pose of both is to inform, to pass along what is 
hoped and believed to be the truth, and to cultivate 
an intellectual awareness. 

Recognizing this, teachers are using the news¬ 
paper as a classroom tool, appreciating its enor¬ 
mous advantage over TV with its convenient avail¬ 
ability and its offerings to be absorbed in whole, or 
part, at any hour; to be clipped, filed or mailed. 

The United States government is recognizing 
it, too, in a recent announcement of a grant to the 
University of California at San Diego to develop a 
program of college courses which, if a desire for it 
is proven, will be distributed by newspapers 
throughout the country. 

It gets down to the basics in pushing aside the 
usual mass education media, radio and television, 
by pointing out that the newspaper may be re¬ 
tained indefinitely and can be read in the learner’s 
own time and studied at his own speed. 

As the Los Angeles Times observed in a recent 
article: “Some of the products of our labor may be 
used to wrap the fish, but as a medium of com¬ 
munication, the printed word endures.” 

And further: “The late Douglas Southall Free¬ 
man used to complain, in his melancholy moments, 
that newspapermen write on sand. In a sense we 
do. Yet this is better than television, which writes 
on wind.”

Time Is Not Helping Mr. Trudeau 


H AVING ordained an elec¬ 
tion-free summer f >r Ca¬ 
nadians after months of cam- 
ivaigning. Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau will soon have to decide 
whether to go to the country 
this fall or let the constitu¬ 
tional deadline fix the voting 
date for him next year. 

The very fact that Mr. Tru¬ 
deau hasn’t made up his mind 
yet is an indicat ion of 
weakness.

In 30 years the Teremis 
have forgotten their tribal cul¬ 
ture. The remaining 48 fami¬ 
lies (of the original hundreds ) 
scratch a bare living from the 
four square miles they share 
with groups from two other 
trilx*s, growing bananas and 
selling their labor on neigh¬ 
boring farms. 

To entertain visiting of¬ 
ficials they sadly dress up in 
paper hats and chicken 
feathers, pretending to be the 
Indians their fathers were. 
They still have little resis¬ 
tance to ordinary, illnesses: 
flu and measles kill more 
than old age. 

Whatever the precautions 
taken. In the meeting between 
civilization and the Indian the 
contact itself can he poison¬ 
ous.

"progressive,” then he is in

• ary,” "imperialist,” etc., is 
necessarily in the wrong.

Will former dictator 
Juan Peron abandon his 
exile in Madrid to return 
to Argentina and cam¬ 
paign for president in 
elections scheduled next 
March? 

That question today is 
clearly no longer a rhetorical 
one and is thus sharply on the 
minds of his followers, of poli¬ 
ticians of all strips and of 
most other citizens here. 

After years of boldly pro¬ 
claiming his return any min¬ 
ute to Argentina’s political 
arena, the 76-year-old former 
strong man has been invited 
to do just that by the incunv 
bent revolutionary govern¬ 
ment of the armed forces. 

Always before, Peron den¬ 
ounced official barriers that 
he said prevented his return 
to the nation he ruled with an 
iron hand for 12 years, three 
of them as the power behind 
the throne and nine as pres-

idem until a military-civilian 
uprising toppled him in Sep¬ 
tember, 1955. 

As recently as a week ago, 
he was still being cagey. 


When a convention of Heron's 
"justicialist” party pro¬ 
claimed him its prosidtntial 
candidate, Peron told a Bra¬ 
zilian newspaperman that the 
nomination was not official. It 
was. he said, simply "an 
expression of the desires of 
my followers.” 

Now, however, the govern¬ 
ment has made it crystal 
clear that for the first time in 
nearly 17 years, nothing 
stands in the way of Peron 
being a candidate for office. 

Addressing a banquet of 
armed forces leaders, Lt- 
Gen. Alejandro lAnusse, pres¬ 
ident of the nation and com* 
mander-in-clnof of the army, 
said his government "will not 
proscribe Peron nor any other 
citizen dis|x*sed to respect the 
rules of play established for 
participation in the i elector¬ 
al! process.” 

One rule, however, an¬ 
nounced hy Lanusse In his 
speech, will be that all can¬ 
didates must reside in Argen¬ 
tina from Aug. 25 until elec¬ 
tion day, March 25. 1973.

World’s Population May Double 
In the Next 28 Years

Tiie world's 1970 population of about 3.6 bil¬ 
lion will double in the next 28 years if iU annual 
two per cent rate of increase is maintained, accord¬ 
ing to the latest United Nations statistical yearbook. 

The yearbook, based on statistics through 1970, 
said that on the basis of its current growth rate, the 
world’s population increased by about 72 million last 
year and will grow another 73 million this year. 
That would put the world's population by the end of 
this year at 3.7 billion. By the year 2001). the year¬ 
book said, the population will be almut 7.4 billion 
at the curent rate of growth. 
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Where 
We Are 

At the beginning of 
the current decade, the 
world’s total population 
was 3.632 billion, with 
Asia having 2.276 billion. 
The population figures 
for the other continental 
regions were Europe 462 
million. Africa 344 mil¬ 
lion. North America 321 
million. South America 
190 million, and Oceania 
19.4 million. 


Peron from political exile to 
acceptable presidential can¬ 
didate began little more than 
a year ago when lanusse be¬ 
came the third chief of the 
military regime that has 
ruled here for six years. 

As army commander-in 
chief, Lanusse was instrumen¬ 
tal in the downfalls of his twt> 
predecessors, in both cases 
because they were slow about 
drafting plans to return the 
nation to constitutional, civil¬ 
ian rule. 

lAtius.se proposed a "great 
national consensus” without 
"exclusions or proscriptions" 
to heal jjolitical rift that 
have afflicted the nation for 
decades. 

Recognition that Peron still 
has millions of followers here 
was essential to such a pro¬ 
gram, although Peron himself 
In recent months has increas¬ 
ingly shown we will try to ob¬ 
struct any solution for which 
he doesn’t dictate all the 
rules. 

Restoration to Peron of the 
body of his late wife Eva was 
the first major step in the 
"rehabilitation” program, a 
move also aimed at demon¬ 
strating the government's sin¬ 
cerity to Argentine citizens 
who still revere her. 

The embalmed body of the 
frail blonde beauty, secretly 
buried in Italy after Peron s 
fall, was the focus of a na¬ 
tional shrine after her death 
from cancer 20 years ago. 

F.ven iAnusse’s enemies 
find it hard to assail his mo¬ 
tives for the "rehabilitation”, 
since he stient the last four 
years of Heron's regime -in 
prison for taking part in an 
abortive revolt against the 
former dictator in 1951. 

For a long time, many poli- 
t i c i a n s s|>eculated that 
lAnusse was trying to pave 
the w r ay for his own election 
as the nation's next constitu¬ 
tional president But the pres¬ 
ident announced flatly that he 
and the two other armed 
forces chiefs would ban them¬ 
selves from running.

The .Soviet Union has a 
workforce that includes more 
women titan men and the 
country is trying to "dnre- 
tire” able-bodied men and 
women wlio’ took advantage of 
the generous Soviet social se¬ 
curity system.

Tlie Soviet Union is a victim 
of its owti sucpcss in making it 
oUractivc and easy for people 
to retire. Russians, in general, 
look forward to retiring at the 
early ages provided under 
Soviet law 55 for women 
end 60 for men. 

In the last seven years, the 
number of people living on 
pensions in the Soviet Union 
doubled to reach 40.1 million 
or 17 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion 

Pensions are paid on the 
basis of an individual's work¬ 
ing income. People from low- 
paid occupations can retire at 
full pay while others get lame¬ 


nts on a sliding scale thai 
averages 70 per cent of their 
wages. 

Since thp’ a vp rage Soviet 
wage is 126 rubles j>er month

over $100). 

A husband and wife. IwUi 
drawing (tensions, can live 
rather comfortably on such 
l>on«»Jits since they |>a> little 
rent and get free medical 
oare.

pensioners work in cloak 
rooms at restaurants.' muse¬ 
ums and other public build¬ 
ings. a necessity in Russia 
where people wear outer gar¬

On the big state and collec¬ 
tive farms, the elderly are as¬ 
signed frtwatch the sheep and 
cattle, to tend liees or vine¬ 
yards and to ojicrate the irri¬ 
gation equipment 

In winter, many old women 
aix* brought into the cities to 
sweep the sidewalks clean of

To further offset a dwin¬ 
dling workforce, the Soviet 
government has already ini¬ 
tiated new programs to in¬ 
crease ‘ the baby supply by 
raising child support allow¬ 
ances. increasing maternity 
and sick-child leave privileges 
and building more nurseries 
and kindergartens.

March hy Swedish Foreign 
Minister Krister Wickman. 

In a speech to tlie diet t par¬ 
liament!, he said that the cus¬ 
tomary rulings of interna¬ 
tional law on aggression were 
irrelevant, since "social liber¬ 
ation and the fight for na¬ 
tional liberation : . . may not 
justifiably be opposed by mili¬ 
tary power." 

If could not have been said 
better in Moscow or Peking. 
Why, it may be asked, was it 
said in Stockholm? 

Although Sweden has been 
ruled for the past 40 years by 
a socialist government with. 
Marxist tendencies, this is not. 
the answer. 

Throughout the Second 
World War, and until the mid¬ 
dle of the sixties, .Swedish at¬ 
titudes to the issues of bellig¬ 
erency wei*e of the usual 
Western type, modified of 
course by the state of neutral¬ 
ity. All hostilities were to be 
avoided, but in giving judg¬ 
ment lha aggressor must lie 
presumed to be in the wrong. 

The change is connected 
with two developments in 
Sweden. In the first place, a 
radical wing of the Social 


Democratic Party acquired 
influence in the conduit of 
foreign affairs. They infiltrat¬ 
ed the foreign ministry, 
achieving their aim of a so¬ 
cialist foreign policy. 

The first exponent of that 
foreign policy wa* the pre¬ 
vious foreign minister. Tor¬ 
sten Nilsson, who in 1970 and 
1971 demonstrated Ijis accep¬ 
tance of Marxist evaluations, 
notably the concept oT over¬ 
riding justification. 

.The conventional wisdom 
suggests that it did so for 
domestic reasons; to attract 
the vital vote* of radical 
youth. 

But the second explanation 
is equally plausible and of 
wider interest. It may be clas¬ 
sified as protective mimicry. 

Since the early sixties there 
has been a noticeable reorien¬ 
tation of Sweden towards the 
F.ast. It has been caused hy 
the retreat of American 
power and the consequent 
necessity, in the eye* of the 
Swedes, to turn to the Soviet 
Union as its influence has ad¬ 
vanced. 

This ha* been observed In 
most fields, notably trade 
.union relations and foreign 
policy. 


In the latter it has taken the 
form of adopting, wherever 
practicable, posture* calculat¬ 
ed to prove to Moscow that 
Sweden is not necessarily on 
the other side. 

There is an analogy In 
Swedish domestic politics. 
The Centre or Farmers’ Party 
has done very well by project¬ 
ing itself as an alternative to 
the .Social Democrats, without 
being "bourgeois.” 

Similarly, the pronounce¬ 
ment of Swedish politicians on 
foreign affairs give the^ im¬ 
pression that wtiile they* are 
neutral they are not obviously 
of the West. 

Whether this is the result of 
some obscure subconscious 
process, or whether It has 
been deliberately cultivated, 
is a m«x>t point. Hither way, it 
suggest* that Sweden has 
manoeuvred itself a little fur¬ 
ther eastwards.

Hitting hardest at Nixon’s 
economic policies, McGovern 
declared that creating jobs — 
even if the government must 
be the employer of last resort 
— would lie "the highest 
dornastie -apriority of my ad¬ 
ministration.” 

He said: “Whatever It 
takes, tins country is going 
back tr> work.” 

McGovern called for an end 
to the welfare bureaucracy 
and a guaranteed “income 
sufficient to assure a decent 
life” for those unable to work. 

He called for ending the gap 
between depressed wages and 
high corporate profits, creat¬ 
ing a national health insur¬ 
ance system, and tax reforms 
that “reward hard work.”

terms of U.S. dollar values at 
average exchange rates pre¬ 
vailing during Ute period. 

This was up trom $16.8 bil- 
liutj in imports during 1971 
an(f represented a larger 
share of total imports by the 
14 industrial countries of the 
western world. Canada’s im¬ 
ports rose to 8 1 per cent of 
the total from 7.1 per cent in 
1971, and 6 9 per cent in 1970. 

On the exjiort side, Canada 
sold the rest of the world a 
like amount to its imjiort total 
in the first quarter of 1972 — 
at an annual rate of $18.2 bil¬ 
lion.

It's almost a month before the Canadian training tamp 
opens, and it’s more than seven weeks before the first game 
of the eight-game series, but Russia has already scored a vic¬ 
tory in the international hockey series which has predictably 
already become the biggest sports event In history for Cana¬ 
dians. The row which has followed the naming of the Teafh 
Canada roster has had the effect of proving quite conclusive¬ 
ly that to many the chance to show that our best are indeed'* 
better than Russia’s best is secondary to the opportunity it 
provides for persona For corporate gain. 


The big fuss, of course, is about Team Canada being res¬ 
tricted to players with a National Hockey league contract. 
Now most everyone is running around shooting from the hip 
because this will exclude Bobby Hull, in particular.'and Ber- 
nie Parent and <perhups several other players still unsigned 
hy their NIII. Hnh and contemplating offers to join Hull and 
Parent in the World Hockey Association. 


Most everyone will agree with the thought that Team 
Canada should be what the name implies — a team made up 
of the best players available regardless of whether they have 
an NHL contract or are on the roster of the Spokane Jets. 
But it would be fair to take a good look at the situation before 
pulling out the emotional stops and making Hull somewhat of 
a folk hero because the team terms of refemce won’t now 
permit him to help us in the chance to regain our hockey 
prestige. 


First of all, that the series with Russia has been ar¬ 
ranged is really almost entirely due to the National Hockey 
League Players, Association. The NHL had been contemplat¬ 
ing sucli a series for some time but it was waiting until il 
suited its purpose, which is ever financial, and ap¬ 
parently didn’t reckon on its players taking tilings into their 
hands. When they did. Hockey Canada was able to complete 
arrangements with the Russians, who had been saying fur 
•ome time they wanted to meet the NHL professionals 


There was considerable mortification, and indignation, 
resentment and anger, when NHLPA-president Alan Eagle- 
•nn announced that NHLPA members would make up a Cana¬ 
dian team for an eight-game series against Russia. Several 
clubs announced that they would not allow their players to 
complete but w*hen Bobby Orr and some other stars made it 
known they intended to play, NHL clubs could do no more 
than accept what had happened and try to make the most of 
it. And that, understandably if not excusably, is what the 
NHL is doing. 

, And that is exactly what Hobby Hull and the WHA are 
trying to do. Hull, it is remembered, was never enamored of 
the idea of playing in the Russian series until a few days ago 
He Indicated at the time the series was announced that he 
wasn't too interested in an arrangement which started an al¬ 
ready overly-long season in mid-August. And after he signed 
his WHA contract on June 27, it was reported that he said he 
didn’t think his duties as player-coach of the Winnipeg Jets 
would allow him to give the time necessary to being pari of 
Team Canada. But things changed suddenly Wednesday when 
it was made known that to play for Team Canada a player 
would need a current NHL contract. 

It is a restriction made to order for the still-struggling 
WHA. It needs to seek out exposure wherever it can be found 
if there is to he a chance that the $2.75 million dollars it 
reportedly coughed up to get Hull will turn out to he a good 
investment One would have to lie naive indeed pot to lielieve 
that the WHA is making the most of the situation and that 
Hull is firing its bullets. 


There is no agreement with it here but it should he point¬ 
ed out that the restriction was put in for the protection of 
players at a time when it seemed certain lliat there would be 
no player outside the NHL good enough to rate consideration 
for Team Canada. And it should also be mentioned, as, did 
Toronto-Columnlst MiU Dunneil, that the restriction would 
have almost certainly been lifted had that been requested by 
the NHLPA. 

That the NHLPA did not intercede for Hull, Dunneil wrote, 
is because of Hull’s past criticism of the association and his 
insistence that one thirty-fifth of the senes proceeds go to the 
WHA players' pension fund. That's what is to go into the 
NHLPA pension fund, and inasmuch as the NHLPA made the 
senes possible and supported it when Hull wasn't enthused, 
it's not difficult to see why it hasn’t so far been moved to 
change things so that Hull could play. 

‘"Hie one agency that could have |>ut sufficient pressure 
on the NHL to make it relent was the players' association.” 
says Dunneil. “It left Hull at the bank, counting his 
money.” 

Little about the series is the way it should have been. The 
upcoming series is abiut the most important thing that has 
happened to Canadians since we began to realize we have 
long suffered from a national inferiority complex. It is, and 1 
don't think it is being over-stated, a chance to lose much of il 
and, at least for the moment, draw us closer together. But 
that’s of small import to the NHL, more concerned with the 
j*>s*ibiUty of the WHA liecoming a threat, or the WHA, 
more concerned with becoming a threat to the NHL. 

And if that’s not had enough, we even have to suspect the 
m itives of some of our players. I think that reason wiki eventu¬ 
ally prevail because it will surely liecome apparent to even 
the most self-centred just how big this senes is to Canadians 
In the meantime, one can only say “thank you” to and for 
Bobby Orr, who has led and influenced from die start hy 
being, as regards Team Canada, a Canadian first and a 
professional hockey player second,

it is now ten weeks since II«e ^instruction industry shut-down commenced—in fati 
^ three months since Uie first strike action was laken by certain unions. 

Millions of dollars have been wasted in lost wage* lost productivity, and iu*l purchasing 
(lower for (abiding tradesmen and contractors alike. It i* useless to keep saying that 
cvvr}t>xiy loses from shakes and lock-outs, when we go on accepting strike* and lock- 
tails as .i way of life, and do nothing alxah n. If there is any cure, how can it wxirjc 
for (air situation? Obviously the first requirement is to find some way that we can 
get back to work-under the terms of tiie old agreement, if necessary, until a new 
one is reached. 

Much loud protest has la en made hy the union* about working without a contract 
Purely the contract which served our pur|*isc for the past two years can continue 
to serve as unui we reach a new agreement. Those who tell you otherwise are 
irresponsible. 

in fact, irresponsibility is Uie ke>-nole of die whole dis(AJte. Much has been said 
aboui C.L.R. attempting to take away conditions of many years standing. Has this 
happened to Uie twelve union* Uiat have settled? It most certainly has not Obviously 
there are a number of clauses in certain union Agreements vvhicfi'arc objectionable 
to employers. Mainly Uie hiring hall and Uie restrictive clauses which interfere with 
Uie light to do business with third parlies. C.L.R. will conUnue to press for relief 
from these clauses, but it is a fact that as far as Uie carpenters’ negotiations are 
concerned il.e>e clauses were initialed man> weeks ago. anil Uie union will admit 
Uiis. Why then can we not reach an agreement? ^ 

Much ha> Iieen said about C.L.R attempting lo reach agreements through Uie Medi.i 
lion Commission. This is simply not true. C.L.R. has made every effort, and will 
c on 1 1 one |o make every effort, to reach agreements widiout any help from the Media¬ 
tion Commission. 

Yet tiie most recent attem(it at negotiations lust week-end failed because one of die 
unnXis refused Id tonic lo tiie table and bargain with C.L.R.. which is the accredited 
bargaining agent for.all it* members. This, in spits of the fact that tiie six hold-out 
unions invited the C.L.R. to bargain with them as a group, and reach a settlement 
which would (Hit tJie entile industry back to work. 

Are the six unions merely trying lo gain a few extra pennies per hoim which will 
lie lost many time* over by the lime the .settlement is reached; or is Uiere any 
odier motive which can lie explained or justified? These union* have been carrying 
on an illegal strike in defiance of a government Order-in-Council since June 14 School 
and hospital projects which were the object of so much concern by Uic»e unions con¬ 
tinue to *it idle along with hundreds of oUier construction job* acnis* dte province. 
Ixies tin* make any sen»e to you from a practical *taiid|ioint. aside trorp the fact 
Uiat dell mice of ill. law will destroy everything which democracy stand* lui ?. 

What is wrung waUi tne principle of binding arbitration? It u certainly irss (ueferahlo 
than agiecmcm* voluntarily readied by d.iect negotiation*. and t'L.K i* in full 
agreement on thi* (loint. However, direct negoUaUons have failed up loftu^ time 
and will conUnue to fail unless Uie union* involved adopt a more re*j»oii>ihTc attitude

The navy's ugly duckling, 
which delighted thou*and* of 
British Columbians when it 
liecame a swan, lias turned 
into a white elephant that no- 
body wants. 

The replica of the Hudson’* 
Ray company’s historic side- 
wheeler Ss Beaver, used in 
various centennial celebra¬ 
tions since 19G6, la up for sale. 
And so tar, there are no 
takers. 

The 104-foot ship was turned 
over to the Crown Assets Dis¬ 
posal Corp. last December. 
Provincial deputy secretary 
Lawrie Wallace asked Ottawa 
if B.C. oould have tlie first re¬ 
fusal on the single stacked 
craft, but has since decided 
against buying It. 

The CADC placed a price of 
$15,000 on the replica which 
wax converted from an tnglo- 
rloui navy ammunition 
tender. 

Gerry Spark, •urphi# dis¬ 
posal co-ordinator at CTFB Es¬ 
quimau, said Thursday the 
ship is currently tied up at the 
naval dockyard awaiting a 
buyer. 

The CADC ha* sent torm 
letters to several B.C. munici¬ 
pal counclLs suggesting they 
might like to buy the ship 
which was decommissioned 
Oct. 14, 1971 and two months 
later was declared surplus. 

West Vancouver council re¬ 
jected the proposal last Mon¬ 
day night. 

West Vancouver Mayor Ar¬ 
thur ljanj?J«y told the Colonist 
Thursday the ship would lie 
too costly to maintain. 

"Another problem would ta 
where w>*)ld we put it ... 1 
suggest it lie placed in Van¬ 
couver’s Maritime Museum.” 

Nanaimo Mayor Frank Ney 
also said his council declined 
the offer to buy the ship be¬ 
cause council feels die money 
could lie better spent on 


things the city needs in other 

areas. 

Ney suggested the ship be 
bought by private industry 
anil established as a charter 
boat or a floating restaurant. 

Victoria council apparently 
has not been approached to 
buy the chip. 

Aid. Tom Christie, acting 
mayor, said the offer hus 
never come before council. 

Aid. Ove Witt said he 
thought it would be "ludi¬ 
crous’’ to pay out such 
money. 

"What would we do with it 
If we did buy it," Witt said. 
He also noted the mainte¬ 
nance costs of the ship would 
be high. 

Ihe original Beaver put into 
Victoria in 1843 and was well- 
known in B.C.’s coastal com¬ 
munities. After 35 years of 
service as a trader, explorer, 
warsliip, survey vessel and 
tug, slie finally ran aground 
oti Vancouver’s Prospect 
Point and was never used 
again. 

Meanwhile, her replica 
nudges gently at her mooring 
lines at the dockyard awaiting 
her sale. 

During her brief history she 
was the darling of three B.C. 
centennial celebrations within 
five years. 


The ship was built at Yar¬ 
rows Ltd, in Esquimau in 1957 
as a naval auxiliary vessel 
and was changed into a repli¬ 
ca of the Beaver in 1966 with 
both provincial and federal 
fund* being spent. The 
amount was never announced. 


Throughout 1966 and 196T, 
she visited dozens of B.C. and 
American ports. Occasion in 
1966 was toe centenary of the 
union of Vancouver Island 
and mainland B.£. In 1967, it 
was Canada's centennial year 
being celebrated. 


During last year’* B.C. cen¬ 
tennial the modem Bea\er 
was again one of the high¬ 
lights of year-long festivities. 

Despite her spruced-up ap¬ 
pearance, the Sh Beaver is 
still classed by the navy as an 
ammunition tender.

King of Crochet 

Customers Hooked on Adolfo

NEW YORK — Adolfo is the 
undisputed king of the crochet 
hook and the knitting needle. 

• His new collection for fall 
mixes knitting and crochet, 
fu/zy and flat yarns- and as 
many as three or four pat¬ 
terns. but in a natural, non- 
pushv way. It adds up to 
clothes so soft that you can 
Carry a world travel ward¬ 
robe in a briefcase. They’re 
Still elegant enough for a 
royal tea party if the invita¬ 
tion arrives. 

Adolfo’s new shapes are 
slim both for coats and 
dresses but softer and fuller 
through the tops, with wider 
shoulders, deeper armholes 
and bigger sleeves. Daytime 
clothes are worn with small 
hats jammed down on the 
head and almost touching the 
long silver fox stoles that just 
reach the hems of above-knee 
skirts. 

Though he started work as 
a milliner. Cuban-born Adolfo, 
who has a crest on his writing 
paper, makes less fuss than 
usual about hats. They are 
strictly a part of each individ¬ 
ual costume and no longer 
accessories with an individual 
life of their own. 

Probably the most offbeat 
and talented group of clothes 
in the collection are the total¬ 
ly mixed-up threesomes. Mix¬ 
ing patterns is no news, but 
Adolfo brings it to a fine 
point. 


Many of them mix knit car¬ 
digans in one color with a 
sleeveless crochet vest in an¬ 
other. add a long-sleeved wool 
challls blouse in one print and 
a crochet skirt in another, but 
it r s all subtle. 

For sweater collectors, 
Adolfo provides two new 
shapes. He likes a short little 
crochet jacket cut like an ar¬ 
tist’s smock with a full back 
and patch pockets. His latest 
cardigan, often knit, is long 
and slightly curved towards 
the bottom. It’s amusing over 
both pants and skirts. 

The fuzzy look, very much 
In evidence for outdoor 
clothes, makes them all look 
even softer. His fluffy mohair 
plaid coat from Scotland is 
outlined in cream leather and 
the long-haired white melton 
has a lining of patterned cro¬ 
chet to match the crochet 
sweater dress underneath. 

His tweed suits have belted 
Norfolk jackets and knife- 
pleated short skirts. Under¬ 
neath are little shirts of an¬ 
gora jersey and flowered Lib¬ 
erty lawn Ascots. 

Adolfo revels in angora, 
than which there is nothing 
more flattering to a woman 
from the cradle on up. 

In the new collection Adol¬ 
fo’s most entertaining angora 
is the white fluff of a caftan 
that recalls Panda, with a few 
scattered giant-sized, red and 
black polka dots knit into the 


body. A waist-length sweater 
with deep dolman sleeves 
uses the same pattern. Here 
and there are angora vests 
and jackets, to say nothing of 
the two-piece angoras, like a 
deep chocolate brown that, 
like most of his clothes, Adol¬ 
fo likes to see wrapped in long 
ropes of pearls. 

Even his daytime uniform, 
the just slightly shaped cro¬ 
chet sweater dress, has new 
details. This time, it has 
added a rainbow striped col¬ 
lar and some rainbow stripes 
at the cuffs. 

Adolfo shows more evening 
clothes than usual, both short 
and long. He opens with floor- 
length black satin, virtually 
backless with a cowl front, 
and ends his show with a long 
white satin skirt that is worn 
with short twin white cash- 
mere sweaters. 

He has completely aban¬ 
doned the costume look of 
previous years. Instead he 
drops his crochet daytime 
sweater dress to the ankles 
and gives it big, soft melon 
sleeves. He makes crochet 
and suede caftans. 

There’s a whole group of 
gray flannel fashions embroi¬ 
dered in rhinestones, like the 
rhinestone embroidered jack¬ 
et, lined in white satin with a 
pleated gray skirt and a white 
satin blouse.

TEL AVIV (AP) — They 
calu-y sub-machine-guns but 
th^ march with a wiggle. 
They parachute from air¬ 
planes in bikinis instead of 
combat gear. When gun drill 
is Qver they straighten their 
miniskirts. 

That’s the women’s corps of 
the Israeli defence forces, 
battle-trained but feminine. 
When there's a military lull in 
the Middle East, the girl sol¬ 
diers get more girlish than 
ever. 

"We are not only soldiers, 
we are women, too.” says 
Col. Dvora Tomer, the petite 
mother of two who commands 
the Israeli women’s corps. 

The colonel spoke as she 
reviewed a parade of fashion 
models, dancing to a pop 
band In front of 1,000 army 
recruits. That sort of military 
manoeuvre is just part of Col. 
Tomer’s new look in the wo¬ 
men's brigade. 

This spring the military 
command granted cash allow¬ 
ances for girl troopers to buy 
their, own frilly lingerie in¬ 
stead of wearing government- 
issue underwear. 

Last year, the army enlist¬ 
ed a cosmetics firm to send 
tieautioians to training camps 
for makeup lessons. Girls 


uniform hemlines five inches 
above the knee. 

Even the name for the girls 
of the army, navy and air 
force has a feminine grace — 
‘‘Chen,’’ which stands for 
"army of women.” In He¬ 
brew, however, the word also 
means “charm.” 

Books and movies tend to 
portray the Jewish women’s 
corps as a front-line force of 
sexy assault fighters, but “the 
grenade-throwing Israeli girl 
soldier doesn’t exist,” notes 
military writer Ze’ev Schul. 

Israeli women “joined the 
1948-49 war against the Arabs 
which created the Jewish 
state, but they haven't fought 
since then. After several girl 
guerrillas were ravaged by 
their Arab captors in 1949, 
Premier David Ben-Gurinn 
ordered women to stay out of , 
the front lines. 

“Now they do just about 
everything a woman Is capa¬ 
ble of, short of fighting,” says 
Col. Tomer, who outranks her 
engineer husband, a staff ser¬ 
geant in the reserves. The 
girls are assigned to clerical 
work, electronics, police jobs, 
communications, radar, driv¬ 
ing, parachute packing, nurs¬ 
ing, farming on military set¬ 
tlements and teaching re¬ 
cruits or civilian children. 

Just In case, the Chen girls 


still get tough combat train¬ 
ing: first aid, handling rifles 
and the Uzi sub-machine-gun 

— some are expert marksmen 

— tactics and desert fighting. 

Boot camp Is a combination 

of military education and 
finishing school, where the 
girls are drilled in table man¬ 
ners, hygiene, history and 
current events, and reveille is 
greeted with: 

"I’ll do your hair U you 
dean my gun.” 

The exact size of Chen is a 
military secret, but it is huge 

Every girl in Israel get* her 
draft papers when she turns 
18. Almost half of them stay 
civilians because of marriage, 
lack of education, or on reli¬ 
gious grounds. 

But the femininity persists. 
Army driver Ruth Lichten¬ 
stein admits that when she 
gets a flat tire in the military 
car she has been trained to 
handle. “I stop a man driver 
and ask him to help. 

"After all, that’s U’hat any 
woman would do, army or 
not.”

Nanaimo Children

Rating Roses 


Shortly after the turn of ilie year i 
told the story of the All-America gladio- 
lu>. that elite band of gladiolus aristo¬ 
crats to which many are called hut few 
are chosen. It isn’t so generally known 
that a similar testing and rating system 
exists for ruses. 

The system involves Uie careful lest 
ing over a two-year period in L'4 test 
gardens located in different sections of 
the United States and Canada and re¬ 
presenting almost every climatic condi¬ 
tion likely to be encountered. 

During this test period, new roses 
are known to the panels of expert 
iwdges only hy serial numbers and 
their names and origins are not dis¬ 
closed until after they have been stud¬ 
ied and scored and the returns tom- 
piled. 

Scoring by the judges is hy a uni¬ 
form point system wdih marks awarded 
for such characteristics as form, clarity 
of coloring, disease resistance, fra¬ 
grant:*, novelty and vigor. 

In some years, not one single new 
rose has won itself enough marks to 
make the grade of All-America honors 
One year. 19t>8. the rose breeders hit the 
jackpot with four new roses were ad¬ 
mitted to the charmed circle. This year, 


three new All-America roses will lie 
available to home gardeners, all o i 
them hybrid teas 

The first is a bright rose-pink Irish 
rose from war-torn Belfast called Elec¬ 
tron, bred by Sam McGredy IV. scion of 
a long line of rose breeders. While new 
this year to North American gardeners, 
Electron has already become immense¬ 
ly (topular in Europe under the name 
Milliard Jubilee and has won high 
awards in Great Britain, Holland, 
Spain. Belgium, Scandinavia, Germany 
and Austria. 

Electron is a bushy grower, medium 
tall, well covered with dark green fo¬ 
liage rigid down to the ground, and 
hearing many stems of bright pink 
blooms. The buds are long and pointed, 
opening to high-cenired, well-formed 
blooms of exhibition quality. Its parent¬ 
age is Baddy McGredy — Prima Bal¬ 
lerina. 

The second of the 1973 All-America 
Awards goes to Gypsy, a fiery orange- 
red hybrid tea. and the first H. T rose 
in the red shades to win an AARS 
award since Mister Lincoln in 19H5. 

Gypsy makes long, sturdy branches 
holding aloft five-inch fully double roses 
like orange-red torches. Hie vaso- 
sliuped buds are very dark, almost 


black, unfurling to glowing blooms that 
hold their color throughout the life of 
the hlosson. giving off a light, spicy 
fragrance. Hie underside of the satiny 
petals is touched by a deep, dusky scar¬ 
let, Gypsy was bred by Mr. O. L. Weeks 
of California, and its parentage is Co¬ 
manche El Capital!. 

The third of the 1973 All-America 
roses is Medallion, believed to bear the 
largest flowers of any AARS rose. The 
blooms are seven to eight inches 
across, formed by up to 35 petals in an 
apricot shade. The pointed buds are 
three inches long, in a soft shade of 
apricot buff changing to a light apricot 
pink as the weather turns cool in the 
fall. The blooms are lightly scented 
with a mild, fruity fragrance. 

The plant is exceptionally vigorous, 
four to six feet in height, erect and well 
branched. It produces a surprising 
number of flowers for a plant with such 
large blooms, and in the test gardens as 
many as 45 loses have been counted on 
an individual plant at one time. 

Medallion is the result of a cross 
made ten years ago by William War- 
liner. Director of Research for the 
noted rose firm of Jackson and Perkins. 
Parentage is South Seas — Kings Ran¬ 
som.

Jabber-Jockeys 


SOMEBODY once called them jabber- 
jockeys. an appelatlon reasonably close to 
the truth. Among other things, they call 
; themselves open-line hosts, moderators and 
I even investigators. 

In many areas, particularly Vancouver, 


• they’re the elite of the radio industry, com- 
' t mand mg salaries considerably higher than 
their bosses, the station managers. The sa- 
k laries are based on their ability to draw and 
hold listening audiences, an exercise, in¬ 
cidentally, that is fraught with the flighty na¬ 
ture of the listening public. 

THERE ARE TIMES when they sound 
like so many fishwives, screaming and prat¬ 
tling in a manner that would get them locked 
up for disturbing the peace if they did it on a 
downtown street. 

Right now. Vancouver is the battlefield 
and if nothing else, there is a variety of style 
being displayed, or aried, if you will. And 
right now the radio industry is in the midst 
of‘its summer survey — the BBM (Bureau of 
Broadcast Measurement! ratings. The survey 
that can determine whether a program lives 
or dies. 

Radio me, however, tell me the summer 
survey is the least important of the four that 
are taken during the year and that talk 
shows invariably suffer a summer letdown, 
losing ground to music formats. 

FURTHERMORE, the results of the two- 
week survey won’t be known for at least four 
weeks after the test period, so the comba¬ 
tants will sit on uneasy chairs until that time. 

The combatants? You start off with the 
reason for the whole battle — Jack Webster’s 
defection to CJOR from CKNW. That move 
triggered the war. NW, in need of a replace¬ 
ment, raided CKWX and WX in turn went out 
and got themselves a national name. 

Webster has long been king of the talk 
hill. Brash, terribly opinionated, grumpy or 
jocular depending in his mercurial moods, 
and with a voice that could win most hog¬ 
calling contests. Make no mistake. Jack 
Webster has a solid following and CJOR is 
gambling well in excess of one hundred 
grand a year that the following follows to 
their station. 

NW GRABBED OFF Ed Murphy from 
WX and installed him in a supposedly new 
format — the Investigators — teaming him 
with former newsman Terry Spence and the 
erudite Art Finlay. My air checks on this one 


haven’t been able to convince me there ia 
any great amout of difference — it’s still talk 
show, nothing more, nothing less. 

Murphy is somewhat less brash than 
Webster, but nevertheless can be described 
as using the same irreverent approach, 
which, of course, is liberally sprinkled with 
insults. Finlay, probably the brainiest of the 
whole works, often gets in over the listeners' 
heads and that is a no-no. 

THE WX national name is Judy LaMarsh. 
and at first glance it seemed like a stroke of 
pure genius. LaMarsh, iconoclastic, forth- 
pure genius. LaMarsh, iconoclastic, forth¬ 
right, sometimes bombastic. In her political 
days, known for her ability to go for the Jug¬ 
ular. 

Judy took leave from her eastern law 
practice for a three-w-eek trial at WX — the 
Three-week trial being her perogative. not the 
station’s. The price tag? 51,000 a week. Miss 
LaMarsh will evidently weigh the results at 
the end of the trial run and give the station 
her verdict as to whether or not she’ll hang 
in there on a permanent basis. 

AFTER CATCHING parts of he rpro- 
grams for three days, I think the station 
make a mistake — the perogative should 
have been theirs. This bird in a gilded cage 
might just be warming up, sort of testing the 
water, so to speak. But if the first three days 
are any criterion, her tall feathers have been 
plucked. 

She has been drab as day-old coffee. She 
has aligned her program with women’s lib 
causes which are about as exciting as a fast 
game of chess to the average person. She has 
shown none of the LaMarsh fire, none of the 
zeal with which she attacked Pierre Trudeau 
a few years back. Damn It, Judy has mel¬ 
lowed and a mellow open liner Isn’t about to 
scare ol* Webster. 

THE GUESSING now is that Webster will 
certainly boost CJOR’s listening audience, 
but not to the point of NW’g audience when 
they had Webster. NW will now lose some lis¬ 
teners. but will probably stay reasonably 
cljse to CJOR In the ratings game. 

As for CKWN well, maybe the women’s 
lib angle could be a dark horse entry — but 
to be honest about It, I think they should 
change the horse before the race Is lost al¬ 
together. 

Sorry about that, Judy.

Spinach Dangerous? 


By G. C. Thosteson, MD 

Dear Dr. Thosteson : Is 
there any danger in eating 
“too much’’ spinach? My 
paints tell me it may cause 
kidney stones. Is this true or 
is it merely a rumor? If it is a 
fact. I’d be interested in the 
reason. 

I vaguely remember read¬ 
ing that spinach Is the best 
vegetable a person can eat for 
all-around health. I'm 17 
and a senior in high school.— 
K.R.8. 

I’m going to take a firm 
position somewhere in the 
middle. 

Spinach as well as other 
greens contains oxalic acid. 
Some kidney stones consist of 
oxalates (salts of oxalic acid). 

So if a person happened to 
be a stone-former of the oxa¬ 
late type (there are other 
kinds of kidney stones, too, 
you see), then he ought to 
avoid spinach and other foods 
high in oxalic acid. (Rhubarb

from his job with Garden City 
Ambulance. 

The committee memlier, 
ambulance a t t o ndanl 
Lawrence Tuttle, said Wed¬ 
nesday tliut his dismissal 
from the company will be 
effective July 21. 

Tuttle said ho was given a 
handwritten notice of dismis. 
sal by Garden City Ambulance 
president J. R. Knezacky 
Saturday. Tiie notice was 
dated for last Friday. 

Under a three-year con¬ 
tract, the firm provides the 
Victoria emergency a m b u- 
lanco service for aliout $80,000 
a year. 'Hie contract expires 
June 30, 1973. 

“No reasons were given for 
my dismissal,” said Tuttle. ”1 
can only assume that my 
involvement with the ambu¬ 
lance ad hoc committee had 
something to do with Ur” 

"It may be construed by 
officials of Garden City 
Ambulance that my actions 
were not in the best interests 
of the company. 

"But I firmly believe that I 
have a greater responsibility 
to the public at large," Tuttle 
said.

A young man arrested in 
Oakland, Calif. Wednesday on 
conspiracy charges concerning 
an airplane hijack last week 
has been identified as the 
man who spent the night of 
the hijack at a remote B.C. 
airstrip, posing as a lafld de¬ 
veloper from Ontario. 

The man. a 29-year-old Bul¬ 
garian native. Lubomir Pci- 
chev, apparently flew in a 
small plane ohartered in 
Campbell River to an aban¬ 
doned military airstrip at 
puntzJ Mountain, about 100 
miles west of William* Lake, 
the evening of July 5. 

He returned to Campbell 
River early the next mom-^ 
ing in time to catch the 7:35 
a.m. Pacific Western Airlines 
flight to Vancouver. 

The evening of July 5 two 
armed hijackers, also young 
Bulgarian natives, and a Ca¬ 
nadian passenger were killed 
in a shootout between the hi¬ 
jackers and FBI agents as the 
hijacked plane, a Pacifle 
Southwest Airlines 737 jetliner, 


sat <>n a runway about a nnle 
from the San Francisco air¬ 
port terminal. 

The hijackers had held 79 
passengers and five crew 
memliers on the plane captive 
for more thun six hours after 
they had commandeered it on 
a flight from Sacramento to 
San Francisco, using three 
handgun* as weapons. 


Their demands had included 
3800,000 ransom, two para¬ 
chutes and {.assuge to Siberia 
by way of Canada and Alas¬ 
ka. 

A special agent of the FBI 
in Seattle, Peter Milns, said 
the investigation into the in¬ 
volvement of the B.C. airstrip 
in the ease had begun with 
the finding of a tom piece of 


paper on the Indy of one ot 
the dead hijackers. 

The piece ot pajier had con¬ 
tained a longitude and lati¬ 
tude, he said 52 degrees, 
seven minutes north: 124 de¬ 
grees, 10 minute* west. 

It had been found that this 
was the exact location of the 
Puntd Mountain airstrip and 
combined investigations by 


the FBI and the RCMP haft 
then traced Piechev to the 
area on the night in question.

Provincial deputy secretory 
Iaiwrle Wallace asked Ottawa 
if B.C. could have the first re¬ 
fusal on ti*e single stacked 
craft, Init lias since decided 
against buying it. 

Tlie OADC place,! a price of 
$15,000 on the replica which 
was converted from an Inglo¬ 
rious navy ammunition 
tender. 

(.Jerry Spark, surplus dis¬ 
posal co-ordinator at CFB Es¬ 
quimau. said Thursday tJie 
sliip Is currently tied up at the 
naval dockyard awaiting a 
buyer. 

The (’ADC has sent torm 
letters to several BA’, munici¬ 
pal <*«■ amelia suggesting they 
might like to buy the ship 
which was deiommissioned 
Oct. 14, 1971 and two months 
later was declared surplus. 

West Vancouver council re- 
V ted the proposal last Mon¬ 
day night. 

West Vancouver Mayor Ar¬ 
thur lomgley told the Colonist 
Thursday tlie ship would I* 
too costly to maintain.

The original Beaver pbt into 
Victoria in 1843 ami was well- 
known in B.C.’a coastal com¬ 
munities. After 55 years of» 
service as « trader, explorer, 
warship, survey vessel and 
tug, she finally run aground 
on Vancouver’s Prospect 
Point ami was never used 
again. 

Meanwhile her replica 
nudges gently at her mooring 
lines at the dockyard awaiting 
her sale. 

During her brief history she 
was the darling of three B.C. 
centennial celebrations within 
five years.
